Tulsa May 17 * AP) 
Water in 
which a duck would sink was ex­ 
hibited at the international pe­ 
troleum 
exposition 
today 
This 
water is used in oil wells and is 
chem tea fly treated to make it ex­ 
tra "wet.” 
The liquid becomes so moist, it 
was explained, m at it would pene­ 
trate a duck s feathers all the way 
to the skin and render the bird 
too heavy to float 
The water is mixed with acid 
and pumped into oil wells to in­ 
crease production 
Because of its 
extreme wetness the water pene­ 
trates deeply into the stony for­ 


m ations winch trap oil within their 
pores 
Many of these oil holding ! 
pores are too small to be seen ex­ 
cept under a microscope 
T he acid mixed with tire water j 
opens the rocky pores and makes 
new drainage channels to uiitap 
oil reservoirs 
This "moist m ois­ 
ture" is one of the developments in 
acidizing oil wells. 
The acidizing 
is confined to limestone wells, but 
these wells furnish about 30 per 
cent of America's petroleum 
Acid is used atter oil ceases to

dim light. 
The highway trouble is not caused 
by the person really blind in poor 
light. 
It is the rest of us who have 
varying degrees of too little vitamin 
A in the eye. 
Probably 34 per cent 
of the drivers clo not have enough. 
This is the estim ate of Dr. Julius F 
NeumHeller, director of the bureau 
of visual science. American Optical 
Company. 
This difference in drivers’ eyes 
has been found recently because the 
eyes are a good test for sick people. 
The test is how long it. takes to see 
a just-visible light in complete dark ­ 
ness, after a bright light has been 
switched off. 
In this test the num ber of vita­ 
min A-deficient persons was found 
to be unexpectedly widespread.

Neumueller said it affected 67 per 
cent of hospital 
patients in the
